Region. 

London, Nov. 3.— On the fighting 
fronts im|iortant successes have been 
obtain" ! trj the French in the regain- 
ing of Fort Vaux, northeast of Ver- 
dun; by the Italians in a further push 
forward in the Gorizia and Carso 
sectors, through which, they are try- 
ing to re .".ch Triest and bv the Ger- 
mans in Volhynia, near Witoniez, 
where Russian positions were stormed 
and captured and twenty-two officers 
and 158 men were made piisuneis. 

The Transylvania theater is witness- 
ing a continuation of the advance of 
the Austro-Germans south of Hnthem- 
thurm p iss, while in the Jiul valley 
the Rumanians are keeping up their 
pursuit of the Teutons. There il still 
no new> concerning the operations in 
Dobrudja except the statement that 
the Russo-Humanian advance guards 
are reconnoitering and that CODltanza 
has been shelled from the sea without 
success. 

In Macedonia hunting continues in 
the bend of the Cerna river region 
with small successes for the Serbs. 
On the remainder of the front bom- 
bardments are in progress. 

Although the Berlin war office has 
officially announced that the Germans 
have evacuated Fort Vaux, thus plac- 
ing this important stnttef^o paint once 
more in the hands of the French, the 
Paris war office, as yet has made no 
mention of this fact. 

To the north of the Somme the 
French have made an additional gain 
between Les Boeufs and Sailly-Sailisel 
and also taken 200 German prisoners, 
making the total of men captured 
Wednesday and Thursday in this re- 
gion 736.

A few flowers are in good taste and 
add charm to the dining table but the 
whole greenhouse or garden should 
not be used. They shouldn't fairly 
scream out for attention, asserts Miss 
Araminta Hoiman, Instructor In home 
art. 

"Decorations should always add 
beauty to the artcle which they deco- 
rate," Bays Miss Hoiman. The flow- 
ers that are dainty, delicate and spar- 
ingly used are attractive on the table 
In the dining room. A small fern Is 
appropriate. The flowers are of less 
importance than the food, the dishes 
and the silver. One or two flowers are 
usually enough, properly arranged.

Many people 
believe that mcata are absolutely nee- 
eesary, and they do have the advan- 
tage of hr ring a good flavor and being 
very eaally and quickly cooked, but 
many of ua would have bigger pocket- 
books and better health If we apent for 
meat only a sixth Inatead of a third of 
what we pay for food. One of the 
members of the home economics fac- 
ulty of the University of Mlaaourl 
goea home to the farm every summer, 
where her rather and brothera are do- 
ing plenty of bard outdoor work. She 
glvea her mother a vacation, takes 
charge In the kitchen heraelf and feeda 
the household to a large extent on 
meat substitutes, which they aeem to 
And well adapted to their needa. 

F*lah hi not aa good a meat substitute 
aa many people believe. For while It 
seems leas heavy, it la not leas likely 
to form objectionable acids, but milk, 
milk producta and egga are good things 
to uae Inatead of so much meat. A 
quart of milk or eight or nine eggs has 
about as high a food value aa a pound 
of the beat steak, but on most marketa 
will cost much lesa. Other wholesome 
dishes which should be used to take 
the place of meat are aoupa, cottage 
cheese, cream sauces, variously fla- 
vored puddings made of milk and 
cereal of different kinds, and countless 
other economical, nutritious, easily di- 
gested dishes which any good house- 
wife knows how to prepare. 

Boiled oggs cooked In water below 
the boiling point are not as hard to di- 
gest as many people believe, but If 
cooked In very hot water they are more 
ltkely to be leatb?ry and hard to di- 
gest. Fried eggs are also more di- 
gestible if cooked slowly. 

Nuts are becoming more popular as 
meat substitutes, although many kinds 
of nuts are not cheaper than meat if 
bought on the market at present 
prices. On many farms, however, it 
is merely a matter of picking up hick- 
ory nuts, hazelnuts or walnuts, instead 
of letting the hogs get them, and on a 
great many others It is a very easy 
matter to raise peanuts enough for the 
family and have plenty to fatten a few 
hogs. 

Those who wlah to try some meat 
substitute dishes can secure directions 
for making them by writing to the Mis- 
souri college of agriculture at Colum- 
bia We Include here two tried at the 
college: 

Cottage Cheese — Uae sour milk that 
has set. Warm It slowly In a double 
boiler, if one la at hand, until the whey 
Then strain 

through cheesecloth; chop fine, mix 
nu milk or cream and season to taste.

FIND NEW VENOMOUS SNAKE 

Reptile Has Proved to Be "Consider- 
able of a Puzzle" to California 
Naturalists. 

A poisonous snake thnt reptile ex- 
perts BBd niiturnlists have so fur been 
uiiiiMe to classify, and which may he 
of a new species, came into the posses- 
sion of E<1 Humbly und Jack Horn. 
The snake was caught by a Mexican at 
one of the roiul camps near Los Ange- 
les. Cal. 

The snake has two fangs, each tkaSat 
one-eighth of un Inch long. In an 
effort to determine whether or not the 
reptile Is poisonous It was placed In 
an Inclosiire with a white rat. The 
rut was bitten and died In convulsions 
s!.. : ly afterward. 

Ti e snake Is thrw and one-half feet 
In len-Mi and olive green In color. lis 
color changes to n pale yellow when 
It is angered nnd light brown mark- 
ings appear upon it-- hack, t'nntrmy 
to other venomous snakes. It has the 
doable set of sniles that are found on 
harmless varieties. The scales are 
smooth and it lias extraordinarily long 
Jawbones. Its eyes are the round-pn- 
piled eyes of the harmless snake, und 
it has only one set of nostrils. Il» 
head is of the same shape as its harm- 
less brothers. Its tall tapers to a line 
point ami the gaaka itself differs In 
shape from other prisonous rvptlles iu 
that it is shuder rather than thick- 
bodied.
